Heat Change Over Due Chrigimas 


School Addition Nearing “Closed In” 
Phase; Remodeling Planned 


In the brochure describing the 
new School building addition pre-.. 
gram several items were proposed 
These ttems were the result of 
surveys and studies dating back 
ten years Or more. 

At this time the new structure 
is rapidly being closed in and the 
school architect is working on the 
plans for remodeling the old gym 
into the planned class rooms. Al- 
though the interior of the new 
building won't be finished before 
spring the remodeling will have 
to be started as soon as possible 
in order to have the work com- 
pleted by September, _ ; 

The present coal burning boiler 
is being replaced by an oll heated 
burner and is being moved out 
from under the class rooms to a 
room buiit just back of the present 
room. ‘It is expected that the new 
heating ptant will be ready to op- 
erate in about three or four weeks. 
The change in heating systems 
will be made during Christmas 
vacation. 

The new area ‘includes a hot 
lunch community kitchen adja- 
cent to an area that wil] seat over 
200 people for hot lunches and 
banquets. It is also adjacent to the 
gymnasium where. several hun- 
dred more could be seated at a 
banquet. . 

The new gymnasium will have 
a normal seating capacity of over 
1400 and can be expanded to over 
2000 by adding temporary seats. 
Under the bleachers complete 
locker rooms for both boys and 
giris are being provided. 

It was planned to put a folding 
partition between the gymnasium 
and the hot lunch eating area. The 
estimated cost of this was $7,000.00 
or more and had to be deleted be- 
eause of funds. The partition can 
be added any time funds are a- 
yailable. : 

The music area includes stor- 
age and practice facilities for a 
chorus or band of about 45 mem- 
bers. The area is away from the 
main building to avoid disturbing 
ther groups. : 
The stage is 24 feet wide and 
about 60 feet long with a 40 foot 
archway. It is so designed that 
cars or other large objects can be 

Placed on the stage. 

The remodeling of the present 
gym will provide four modern 
self contained class.rooms, an up 
to date large-homemaking area, 
and an activity room. All of these 
rooms ate badly needed now. This 
year it was necessary to divide 
both the first and second grades 
into two sections. Next fall it will 
be the same for grades 1, 2 and 3. 
This means that 4 new grade room 
Will be needed each year for an- 
other 3 years making a total) of at 
least 13 elementary rooms instead 
of the 10 now being used. 

A study of costs showed that 
these rooms could be added by re- 
modeling much more cheaply than 
by erecting a new elementary 
class room on a new site. Such 2 
building would still leave us with 
our present inadequate hamemak- 
ing room, no activity room and 
our present gym that is. becoming 
more and more inadequate each 
year. The Cg: 4 saved by temod- 
eling will be a big help in paying 
for the new structure. 

The building and remodeling 
program will be completed just 
in time. To have waited another 
year would have meant not enough 
Class rooms, Space had to be pro- 
vided somewhere or some pupils 
put on a half day basis.

Hold Cancer 
Area Meet 


Three ladies from Grayling at- 
tended a cancer workshop held at 
Prudenville recently under the 
direction of the Rascommon Coun- 
ty Cancer Soctety. Those attend- 
ing from here were: Mrs. Lorne 
Douglas, Mrs. Walter Mikesel) and 
Mrs,-E. R. Burns. 

The main topic. of the meeting 
was “Education of Workers and 
Public”. The District chairman, 
Mrs. Bernard Sargent of West 
Branch gave a very interesting 
talk. 

Further studies on the smoking 
lung cancer relationship have 
been made this year, when volun- 
teers of the American Cancer 5o- 
ciety made their annual check-up 
on the 187,766 men they otiginally 
interviewed in 1952. 

This 3rd- Annua) Follow-up of 
the Society Smoking Survey will 
further clarify tobacco’s relation 
to cancer, as well as the import- 
ant side-issue of heart: dispase. 

Researchers from the 10 ACS 
Divisions which participated in 
the study began their check-up 
beginning November Ist, check- 
ing addresses and reporting on the 
men who died during the year. 
In the Michigan Division, far 
more men were interviwed than 
in any other single Division. The 
smoking habits of 36,166 men wers 
recorded by more than 3,000 vol- 
unteers in the 73 counties. partici- 
pating in the survey. 

It was originally planned that 
the study would require three to 
five years before any concrete 
conclusions could be drawn. How- 
ever, the death rate difference be- 
tween smokers and nonsmokers 
became so pronounced after 18 
months that the ACS announced 
their findings last June. 

In the Michigan Division, there 

has been a total of 93) deaths, or 
26% of the men interviewed. 
Michigan researchers have lost 
track of only 39 of their ‘cases’ in 
the two-year period,—a phenom- 
enally low number, in the biggest 
survey ever conducted by any 
agency other than by the U. 5. 
Bureau of Census. 
_The accomplishment of the So- 
ciety’s volunteers as a whole, in 
all divisions, amazed statisticians 
who have had experience in at- 
tempting to trace patients dis- 
charged from hospitals. The study 
eould never have been done with- 
out the services of the voluntecr 
researchers. The cost would have 
amounted to millions of dollars to 
do the study commercially with 
the services of paid interviewers 
and follow-up workers. 

The Smoking Survey in Craw- 
ford County is under the direction 
of Mrs. E. R. Burns. Of the 36,)66 
men interviewed in the Michigan 
Division, 100 were interviewed in 
this county.
